Bookplate of 
Theodore Craig London, who may be a correspondent known in the papers of author and poet Richard Le Gallienne (1866- 
1947, whose literary estate is held by the Liverpool Record Office. Acquired for the public library of Wigan, UK by librarian 
Henry Tennyson Folkard in February, 1901, per note on upper flyleaf, five-digit shelfmark (38,346) on verso of upper 
flyleaf, and small adhesive lable ("Case 13") affixed to upper cover.
